2. In approved steel drums of the following specifications : 

(i) The drums shall be made of good quality mild steel sheets. 

(ii) All drums shall be welded or riveted. 

(ill) The thickness of metal shall be not less than 12 B. G. (2.62 mm.) for 
body and 10 B. G, (3.18 mm.) for ends. 

(iv) The ends shall be flanged let into the body of the drums from 2.S4 cm. 

to 3.81 cm. and strengthened by welded steel hoops, either security 
shrunk on the body of the drum with projecting heads to cover the 
ends, or welded to the body of the drum. 

(v) Two solid rolling hoops shall be shrunk on the body of each drum. 

(vi) Each drum shall toe provided with a well fitting screwed steel plug and 

steel boss, the boss to be welded to the drum. The plug when screwed 
home, shall not project beyond the rolling hoops or chimb. 

(vli) Each drum shall be tested under internal pressure of 1.4 Kg. per sq. cm. 
and proved air-tight, and this test must be repeated whenever the 
drum shows signs of deterioration and at intervals of not more than 
six months. 

(vlii) The outside of each drum shall be painted or varnished and the paint 
or Varnishment be removed as often as is necessary to preserve the 
drum from rusting' 

(ix) Shall not be packed with Nitri,c Acid and H' drochloric Acid.
